for Publication; but fometimes, unfortunately for the 
Credit of the O:dinary, a Reprieve or Pardon came 
down, which lefe the Rogue in as gracelets a State as 
ever, Butmy Friend’s Excufe, when he was challeng’d 
vpon thofe Occafions, was, Why, my good Sir, if the Fel- 
low was not hanged he ouclt to have becn banged. 


I thall not pretend to fay, that any of our G te, 
or common News-Writers, have ever ferved their Ap- 
prenticefhip to the Reverend Ordinary ; but it really 
unluckily happens, that their Accounts of the Trial, 
Condemnation, and Execation of the late Rebellion is 
alittle in his Manner.—I fay, the Jate Rebellion, for 
we have it in Print, that the Rebels were difpers'd, and 
therefore the Rebellion dead ; —— and who dare disbe- 
licve Print? Therefore, for the Honour of the Readers, 
as well asthe Relators, let them fay with the Ordinary, 
If the Rekellion is not dead, it ought tole dead. But to be 
ferious, let any Man look into the printed, and even 
authentic Accounts of this Rebellion, and, from the 
defpicable Keprefentation of the Kebels, let him fay, 
what mu Foreigners thick of a Nation, the greateft, 
the richeft this Day in Europe, which could fafter fuch 
a Parcel of Banditti to march into its very Heart, and 
to retire with next to Impunity ? But on this you have 
already touch’d, Is it not natural for a Stranger to en- 
quire, Who ave thefe Iellows? If they ave the defpicable, 
wretched, half-armed, half-ftarved Wretches, reprefented 
in th: Papers [have in my Hand, what Wretches miu ft they 
be whou they have beat? Ave they flronger than the King’s 
Troops? No, not by half, Manto Man. Are they betier 
difcipiined? No, "till within thefe Six Months, not Ten 
amongft them ever faw a Gun fir’d, or a Sword drawn: 
Arethey more numerous? No; ia the fiitt Baule, where 
they gave a tocal Defeat, their Numbers were rather 
inferior ; in the fecond, they were fcarcely half— 
Yer, under all thote Difadvantages, and with that of 
a bid Caufe, they have fairly beat two ***, baffled a 
third, and are now employing the Royal Hope of Bri 
tain’s military Glory, whofe Refulution and Conduct 
has indeed driven them back, bur, I am afraid, has not 
Wholly difpers’d them, : : 





The Dignity of Government is undoubtedly a very 
tender Point, and as cafily fully “d by tampering or treat- 





ing with Rebels; but no wife Government, at Jeaft, in 
England, has ever thought it: Dignity impair’d, in of- 
fering Terms to the Seduc’d, the Mifled, or the Over- 
aw’d amongft the Rebels, who either through Convic- 
tion or Protection were willing to return to their Daty. 
This has been ever found fo far from encouraging that 
it has always crajbed Rebellion, and we have now, even 
inthe Legiflature, illu@trious Inftances of Gratitude for 
Royal Mercy in the immediate Poflerity of thofe who 
were Objeéts of it. Inthe Enjlib Hiory we generally 
find that the very ficft Step teken for the Suppreffion of 
Rebellion, was an Offer of Pardon to all who were wil- 
ling to lay down their Arms, and to return quietly 
home. The Rebellion ynder Wat Tyler threatened an 
Extin@iion of Law itelf, for the Rebels every where 
declar’d, That there could never be vither Peace or Lilerty 
in the Land, while one Lawyer svithin it was leftalive I 
was indeed a dangerous Rebellion, but the Lenity of 
the King was in Faét the Ioftrument that crufhed it; 
Si fic omnia. Richard bchaved with great Addrefs 5 he 
aéted with fo much Mildnefs that Part of the Rebels re- 
turned guietly home, and the Part which remained in 
London were fo difconcerted, that tho’ the Sword of 
Authority ftabb’d their Ringieader dead before their 
Faces, they could not refit the amiable Behaviour of 
the King, who mounted his Horfe, and called out to 
them, mot to be troubled at the Death of their Leader, who 
was a Traitor, but to follow bim into the Firld, for he 
would be their Leader, and grant them all their Defives 
In fhort, the Rebels, who before aéted as Devils, by 
this good Humour of the King, became as quict as 
Sheep. 


Inthe Reign of Henry the Fourth, one of the braveft 
as well as wileft Princes that ever fat on the Lnglyh 
Throne, a Rebellion was rafed by the Piercies and 
Barons of the North, in Favour of a Pretender to the 
Crown. It was, indeed, very bravely fupprets’d by 
Henry ; but that Prince would have been pleated to have 
fatisty ’d the Rebels any where rather than in the Ficld 
He invited them to a friendly Conference, where they 
might talk over their Grievances; and, for that Pur- 
pote, offered them a fafe Conduct under the Royal 
Signer, both for their coming to and Rerurn from 
Court. Scripjit, lays Waljingham, eidem comiti A2ra 
fub figillo regio poffunt accedere fine danino, alvoque recedere 
fine periculo fine dole. Henry, in his Compliance, it 
fecms, did not think he proftitured his Dignity ; bu: 
when his Offers were rejeCted, he a€ted with the Spirit 
becoming a King, and by the Help of his brave Son, 
at laft, crufhed the Rebels, who, by rejecting his pro 
ferr’d Lenity, became thereby inexcutabic. 


In the Wars betwixt the Houfes of York and Lancafter, 
while either Party, as it had the uppermoft, treated the 
other as Rebels, they would have been both glad to 
have given Terms to each other to keep either of them 
from taking the Field, 


No Prince ever had more violent Provorations from 
Rebcllions, nor more famous Rebels to deal wich, 


than Henry the Seventh had, Lambert Simnel, a defp'- 
cable Impoftor, had got together a Body of hih, who 
not only proclaimed but crowned him King of /re/and. 
At firft, indecd, the King had fo mean an Opinion of 
this Project, that his noble Hiftorion ink 
the Jrib, as Farmer

Gut he foon 
pziceived they were not to be frightened by Sound 
He found they appeared dciermined, and kucw what 
they were about. He, therefore, wifely, of all Things, 
avoided driving them to Defpair, and fouzhr, if pofli- 
ble, to win them without Severity, and to fubdue them 
without fighting. The young Pretenger’s Succels in 
Leland had been amazing, and he bad, without having 
a Sword drawn to invlliaa, made himfelf Mafter of 
the Cayical of that Kingdom. This was far from driving 
Henry from the Paths of Lenicy. Ee ordered his Coun 
cil to meer at SLeen (now Richmoud,) and there the fol- 
lowing exiraordinary Refolution was come to, viz.

Neweafle, March 1. The Gentlemen of the Counry 
of York, a Meeting at Bifhop-Thorp, after a Con- 
fulration upon the prefent Polture of Atkairs, and the 
Succefs of his Majefty’s Arms in Scotland, agreed to 
disband their Forces, 

It isreported, but with very little Credir, that fome 
French are landed ia Scotlind; at moft, it is fuppofed 
ta be only the ico Men that efcaped Commodore 
Knowles, wiich will only ferve to increafe the Duke 
of Cumberland’s Prifoners 

On Wednetdiy Seonight the Exerer Man of War, 
with nine Provifion Slips trom the Nore, for the Duke 
of Cumberland’s Army, arrivedin Leith Road. 

Yetlerduy Sc’noight General Howard, fet out from 
Caurhfle for London ; and Col, Fleming took the Com 
mand of the Garrifon io his room. 

Lalt Week a large Sum of Money wert through this 
Tcwn from London, tor the Army in Scotland. 

Ou Mondty aft Admiral Byng, in a Deal Curter, 
arrived here from Scotland ; aud on Wedneiday he ter 
out hence for Losdon. 

On Monday Nighta Veiicl belonging to Capt. Tench 
Ryal, laden with Coals for London, talling down the 
River, run aground on the Infand, below Shiclds, 
where fhe fuok, but the Crew was faved. 

‘They write from Carlifle, that two of their Alder- 
men were taken into Cuffody on the 21ft paft, for Mif 
con.uct at the unlucky ‘Time when the Rebels were 
amongit them. 

We hear the Rebel Prifoners in this Jail are to be 
fentto London, in order to be tried there.

W biteball, March 4, By an Exprefs with Letters from 
his Royal Highnefs the Duke ot Cumberland, of the 
25th paft, trom Montroie, there are the following Ad- 
vices: 

They write from Aberdeen of the 234 Ioftant, that 
on Friday the 2iff, a Ship of about 180 Tons Burthen, 
with French Colours, came into that Road about Six 
at Night, and fired two or three Guns; upon which 
the Rebels ter ¢ off a Boat ro her, which returned about 
Eight, and brought afhore two Officers, who, alter 
fome Confultation, went on Board again, and carried 
f:ven or cight Boats, with an Intenion, as it was 
thoughr, to land their Men; but they returned empty, 
and the Ship went off, as is tard, for Peterhead, and 
fome People went from Aberdeen to meet them there: 
Ir is faid the faid Ship had Money, Arms, Cannon, and 
Ammu: ition on Board, but it feems, was not to deliver 
the Money, but by fome particular Or Jer of one Boyer, 
whom they call a French AmbafJador, and who is with 
the Pretender’s Son. 

That upon Saturday the 22d, about Five o’Clock in 
the Afternoon, another Ship came about from Stone- 
haven, of abour 1co Tuns Burthen, of no Force, and 
a chored in the Koad ot Aberdeen, and between E'ghe 
and ‘Ten at Night landed about 130 Men, including 
five Officers. ‘They were cloath’d in Red turned op 
with Blue: They alfo landed a Parcel of Saddles, and 
fome Horte Furniture, and fome Horfemens Arms and 
Breaft- Plates; many of them are Englifh and Irifh. 
They carried nine or ten Cart and twenty Pack Loads 
of Baggage with them. Upon Sunday the 23d, they 
marched from Aberdeen, as did all the oyher Rebels 
that were then there, partly by Old Meldrum, which 
is twelve Miles diftant, and partly by Newburgh, 
which is the Road to Peterhead. ‘Thofe that marched 
from Aberdeen laft, were commanded by Moir of 
Stonywood, being about 100, including Parties they 
were to get in, and about 50 Horfe, whom they call 
Huffars, under one Colonel Baggot, a Frenchman. 
Thote who landed from the French Ship report, that 
there failed five Ships in all from Dunkick, and that 
the other three Ships were larger, and contained more 
Men, and could not be far from the Scotch Coaft. 

Lord George Murray, with thofe under his Com- 
mand, isfaid to have marched from Elgio, on ‘Tuefday 
and Wednefday the 18th and 19th Inftant. Lord Ogil- 
vy’s Men, and fome cthers, being about 450, marched 
fiom Aberdeen on Tucfday the 18h; and on Monday 
the 17th the Men from Cromar and Braemer, faid to 
be about 250, marched from Cromar. The Strathbopie 
Foot marched alfo by Clat to Sirathbogie the Highway ; 
the Number of them are not certainly known, but faid 
to be about 250. 

They were alfo raifing fome Men laft Week in Bu- 
chan in Bamfffhire, in their Way North. 

Advices from the more Northern Parts mention, that 
on Sunday the 16th, the main Body of the Rebcls were 
within fourteen Miles of Invernefs, bur had then an 

advanced Party the Length of the Water of Nair, four 
Miles Sourh of Invernets, where Lord Loudon’s ad- 
vanced Party from Invernefs met them, and a fmall 
Skirmifh happened, but of no Confequence : That on 
Monday Lord Loudon’s People retired to Invernefs, 
and that Day the Rebels advanced within two Miles of 
that Town ; and that thereupon Lord Loudon finding 
he was not able to defend the Town, crofled the Bridge 
on Tuefday, and, by the Ferry of Keffocks, got over 
to the Shire of Rofs, and that very Day the Rebels gor 
Pofleflion of the Town of Invernefs: However, a pro- 
per Supply of Men was put into the Caftle, and Major 
Grant the Governor was determined to hold out as long 
as poflible: That thofe Rebels, which went by Aber- 
deen, all crofled the Spey upon Therfday laff, excepr 
Lord Ogilvy and his Men, who were that Might ata 
Village called Keith, within fix Miles of Spey, and are 
‘up, ofed to be by this Time at Invernefs ; and that they 
had publifhed ao Order, declaring it Death to ary 


_ who fhould coavey Letters to, of Correfpond with the 


Friends of the Government. 

Further Accounts fromthe Neighbourhood of Inver. 
nefs fay, that the Kebels were attempting to form a 
Blockadé from the Town of Invernefs, in orderto mount 
their Cannon upon Thurfday laft, and that the Garrifon 
were firing briskly upon them, It is added, that the 
Lord Prefident’s Houfe had been plundered. 

Upon thefe Advices, and the Poffibiliry that the Re. 
bels might attempt to flip again into the Lowlands; ay 
alfo the different Accounts received of Troops comin 
from France, of which one Tranfport is a€tually di- 
embarked, and five of them in all are expected ; his 
Royal Highnefs the Duke has countermanded the Re. 
embarkatton of the Heffians, and has ordered the 
Tranfports to proceed immediately to Shields, to take 
on board the Durch Troops, and to fail with a fufficieng 
Convoy to Williamftadr, and after having landed the 
faid Troops, to return to Leith. His Royal Highnefs 
has alfo wrote to Prince Frederick of Hefle, to march 
immediately four Battalions to Perth, and two to Stir- 
ling: St. George's Dragoons will be cantoned at Earn. 
Bridge ; and the two Kemains of Naizon’s and Hamil- 
ton’s Dragoons will be cantoned at Bannockburn near 
Stirling, With this Cavalry, which will be left under 
the Earl of Crawford, the Prince of Heffe will have a 
fufficient Corps to deal with the Rebels, fhould they 
either attempt to avoid the Duke of Cumberland, by 
going South, or to attack the Pofts at Blair, Caftle 
Menzie, &c. and Bligh’s Battalions are to hold them- 
felves in Readinefs to march. His Royal Highnefs the 
Duke propotes to be at Aberdeen the Day after To- 
morrow ; and upon Advice of the Arrival of the French 
Ships on this Coaft, difpatch’d on Sunday the Hound 
Sloop, which was in this Port, Northward, in Queft of 
them, with Orders to go to Aberdeen and Peterhead, 
ard further North, if by any Intelligence there fhould 
be Encouragement to come up with any of them; and 


the like Orders were fent to the Caprain ot her. 

Orher Accounts from Aberdeen make the main Body 
of the Rebels, which marched from Invernefs, amount 
to 4000 Men, or more. 


We learn from Vienna, that the Emprefs Queen of 
Hungary was fafely delivered on the 26:h of February, 
N. S. of an Arch-Dutchefs, and thar her Majefty and 
the young Princefs are in perfeé&t Health. 

The French have abandoned their advanced Pofts in 
Brabant; Marfhal Count de Saxe is gone to Paris, and 
the Army is making all the neceffary Preparations for 
the Siege of Mons, which is a€tually blocked up. 

Advices from Manheim fay, the Ele€tor Palatine is 
making fach mighty military Preparations, as plainly 
fhew he has the Ule of a deeper Purfé than his own: His 
Serene Highnefs has declared the Prince of Dedx Ponts, 
General in Chief of all his Forces, which will be ready 
to take the Field io the beginning of April. 

His Catholic Majefty has ordered the tenth Man of 
all the Ecelefiaflics, Regular and Secular in his Domi- 
nions, to take up Arms, in order to fend them to Scote 
land for the Service of the Pretender. 

The fame Monarch has reje€ted with the urmoft Cons 
tempt, the Plan et Peace concerted at Paris, and pro- 
poled to tbe King of Sardinia, which is like to occafion 
a Breach between the Courts of Madrid and Verfailles. 

According to the Advices from Conftantinople one 
Way, there is nothing to probable as a Peace with 
Pertia. According to Accounts from the fame City by 
another Canal, a total Revolution is expected every 
Hour. Iris impoflible, at this Diftance, and wirh the 
Lights we have, to fay, which is neareft the Truth; 
and it would be well, if fomewhat of the fame Incer- 
tainty did not attend News from Places nearer than 
Conftantinople. 

The Forces ordered from Germany into the Low 
Countries, are faid to amount to upwards of 50,000 
Men, and this according to the following Computation, 
viz. thofe who have already joined Prince Waldeck 
13,000 ; under General Count de Grane 22,0c0 ; under 
Lieutenant Field-Marfhal Konigfegg 23,000: And 
they will be all inthe Field by the beginning of April. 

According to the new Syftem at the Court of Madrid, 
the Prince of Campo Florido will be declared Prime 
Minifter in the room of the Marquis de Encenada ; the 
Duke de Montemar will ficceed the Prince de Campo 
Florido at Paris; the Marquis de los Baibafos will re- 
lieve Qardinal Aquaviva at Rome; and his Eminence 
will be promoted tothe Pofts of Inquifiior General, and 
Prefident of the Council of Caftile, 

There are private Lerters foom the Hague which fay, 
his Pruffian Majefty is {cnding ten or twelve Thoufand 
Men into Eaft-Frifelend, and tha: he propofes to vilit 
that Country in Perfon in the beginning of May next, 
which Difpofiion of his Forces, and Proje¢t of his 





Journey, occafions there much Speculation amongt 
the many, and fome Appreheufions amongt the few. 
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They write from Berlin, that Mr. Villiers, the Bri- 
tith Envoy, has frequent Audiences of his Pruflian Ma- 
jetty, that two or three Pertons without Characters are 
there from several Courts in Germany ; and that it 1s 
belicved an Alliance is on the Carpet, for uniting the 
whole Force ot the Germanick Body in Support of the 
common Caute, and fecuring the Freedom and Tranqui- 
hiry of Europe.

imaginable. 


The Caftle of Invernefs, as it isealled, is in Reality 
Fort George, a Place very imall, which mounts at 
moft but nine Pieces of Cannon, and cannot admit a 
Garrifon of above two or three hundred Men ; fo that 
if their was any Truth in the Repout of its being taken 
(which is more than any Body can affirm) it would not 

rove a Matter of great Importance. 

We are informed, that a Part of the Troops which 
landed from cn board a French Ship in the Neighbour- 
hood of Sctonehive, have fallen into the Hands of his 
Royal Highnefs’s Forces, and have been conducted 
Prifoners to Aberdecn. 


Extra& of a Letter from Povifmouth, March 5. 


‘« Yefterday failed out of the Harbour to Spithead, 
his Majefty’s Ship the Edinburgh, Capt. Coates; the 
Yarmouth aod Hampron Court will follow in two or 
thiee Days: The Princefs Mary, Pearl, Tilbury, 
Salisbury, Superb, Rye, Surprize, and Lyfs, are all 
getting ready as faft as poflible to fail.” 


We have now no lefs then thirteen Men of War 
cruzing inthe Channel, and to the Weftward of the 
Lizard Point, and others are under failing Orders at 
Spithead ; which, it ishoped will not only be fufficient 
to deftroy the Privateers, but alfo annoy their Trade, 
and protect our own. 

We hear that feveral 20 Gun Ships are ordered to be 
built for the Government’s Service with all Expedition, 
which are to be employed in cruizing about our own 
Coafts, for the betrer Protection of our Trade. 

By Letters from feveral Parts in England, we have an 
Account, that Corn has rifen from Three Shillings and 
Sixpence to Five Shillings per Bufhel, within the laft 
four Months, on Account of the prodigious Exporta- 
tion that has lately been made.

** We arrived at Plymouth on Wednefday laft, the 
26th of Feb. with our Prize, whichis a 50 Gun French 
Man of War, and had 499 Men when fhe came our of 
Breft, which was abour three Weeks before we tonk 
her. They boar down upon us without hoifting any 
Colours till they came within Piftol thor, when they 
immediately hoifted French Colours, and we as quickly 
anfwered them: Our Engagement lafted two Hours and 
a Half Yard-Arm and Yard-Arm, when we fhot away 
the Frenchman’s Foremaft and Maintop-maft by the 
Board, and otherwife very much fhatterd her; We 
were likewife very much damag’d in our Rigging , but 
at length they ftruck, and our firft Lieutenant went on 
board them, and brought their principal Officers on 
board our Ship, who told us, that they had fifty killed, 
and about 100 wounded ; but we heppened to have only 
five killed, and fourreen wounded. There was a 
Woman on board the French Ship that behaved better 
than their Men, for they ran away from their Guns, 
but fhe fired her Musket fix times after fhe was wounded,”
